The Mayor announced that the meeting was called for the purpose of
discussing with the School Board thair request for additional revenue for the
schools for the year

The School Board then submitted a written estimate of their revenues
and "budget appropriations for said year, and asked for additional funds from
the City, in the amount of $129,673,58, to pay for the proposed increase in
thft salaries of the teachers and other personnel to offset the increase in
th® cost of living.

A lengthy discussion as to the most appropriate means for raising such
additional revenue, particularly with reference to the transfer of Water and
Light Funds for this purpose, was thsn entered into.

Following which, the matter was taken under advisement with the Acting
City Attorney.

Upon motion, seconded and carried, the meeting was recessed at H:30 P.M.,
subject to call of the Mayor.
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
